The move made by the board at Monday's

time one and raising the present pay of $2,000 
received by part-time Mayor Michael 
Haley.to $28,000 per year for a full time 
mayor as of May 1,1981. 

The only dissenter on the board was 
Trustee William Seemann who made an ef- 
fort to get the rest of the board to hold off on 
the ordinance approval until they could get 
—? — input from the people of Antioch.

and- was not aware that this instruction had 
already come out of committee.

, Seeman mentioned that there had been 

agreement that either a full time mayor or a 

business administrator was needed because; 

although the population of the village-was 

4,500, the village serviced 15,000 to 20,000 

people. 



Seeman also remarked that it must be 
remembered" that the present village struc- 
ture made i t-one of-the most success ful in 
Lake County because it was a close village 
where the citizens were willing to bring their, 
intelligence to the committees unselfishly." 

It will not be possible to put the question of 
a full tim e ma yor before the people of An- 
tioch in referendum forum on the April ballot 
since only three feferendums are allowed on 
the ballot and those slots are already taken 
up by the three tax ceiling cut referendums 
whose petitions were just filed on Oct. 21. 

Trustee Don Amundsen said the reason the 
ordinance was passed now was "to give it 
time to be bandied about before the general 
election." 

Trustee VeriTBarnstable said that he* felt 
that a business administrator would take a 
lot of power away from the board. 

On the subject of administrator versus full 
time mayor, Clerk Marilyn. Sterbenz said, 
"The salaries of municipal business ad- 
ministrators in the area were reportedly 
more than the $28,000 approved by the board 
for the full time mayor. • 

In contacting the Illinois Municipal League, 
imormatioirwas~received _ thatrnot-too-many- 
municipalities in Illinois, that had the same 
population as Antioch, had full time mayors, 
very few having full time business 
managers. 

"In most' of these places, there are 1,020 
with populations akin to Antioch's, the clerk 
is the only full time employee, said a league 
representative. . " 

The only dmei^hnouncedcandidate-for 
mayor at this time, former mayor Robert 
Wilton says, "This is foolish, Antioch does 
not need a full time mayor. It hasn't grown 
that much since I was mayor five years ago 
-and : we-didn ! t-need-one-thenr— The-depart- 
ment heads seem to be functioning smoothly 
as they always have done, making such full 
time personnel unnecessary. 

Ma yor Haley says, "There is work here for 
a full time off icial, and an elected official will 
be more responsible to the people."
